States’ rig ht.s were held v ery dear by many 
o f the natio n’s fo unders, who se v iews wo n o ut 
o v er the early federalists. As the United States 
g rew, the influence o f federalists increased. In 
the last three decades the flo w o f g o v ernmental 
po wers to ward Washing to n has been o f to rren­ 
tial pro po rtio ns. 


Take tax es, fo r ex ample. 
They hav e in­ 
creased g reatly o n all lev els, but federal tax es 
are larg er and take prio rity o v er all o thers. 
Lo o k at land o wnership. The federal g o v ernment 
ho lds title to mo re than 3 0 per cent o f all land 
area in the United Stales, y et mo re is being 
acquired. 


Federal aid is o ffered fo r scho o ls, ro ads and 
municipal pro jects such as urban redev elo pment, 
but alway s “ acco rding to federal reg ulatio ns.” 
That means if a co mpro mise is needed, lo cal o r 
state spo nso rs must g iv e in. 
The areas o f federal co ntro l o v er industries 
and businesses are steadily ex panding , and cer- 
tanily ag riculture is included as o ne o f these 
Industries that must o perate acco rding to laws 
and reg ulatio ns established at Wa.shing to n. 
The co ncept that priv ate enterprise sho uld 
hav e its chance seems to be fading . Fo r ex ample, 
co nsider the 
statement 
by 
Sen. 
Clinto n 
P. 
Anderso n o f New Mex ico : “ It is undesirable to 
permit the field o f adv anced 
ato mic po wer 
co ncepts to be staked o ut as the do main o f 
priv ate industry .” 


Many perso ns feel that the g o v ernment 
already is eng ag ed in to o many businesses in 
co mpetitio n with priv ate capital and indiv idual 
manag ement. The g o v ernment has po wer to tax 
its priv ate co mpetito rs to subsidize its o wn 
businesses, and who can surv iv e under that 
sy stem?

The Growth Of 
Federal Power 


States’ rights were held very dear by many 
of the nation's founders, whose views won out 
over the early federalists. As the United States 
grew, the influence of federalists increased. In 
the last three decades the flow of governmental 
powers toward Washington has been of torren­ 
tial proportions. 
Take taxes, for example. 
They have In­ 
creased greatly on all levels, but federal taxes 
are larger and take priority over all others. 
Look at land ownership. The federal government 
holds title to more than 30 per cent of all land 
area in the United States, yet more is being 
acquired. 
Federal aid is offered for schools, roads and 
municipal projects such as urban redevelopment, 
but always ‘ according to federal regulations.” 
That means if a compromise is needed, local or 
state sponsors must give in. 
The areas of federal control over industries 
and businesses are steadily expanding, and cer- 
tinily agriculture is included as one of these 
Industries that must operate according to laws 
and regulations established at Washington. 
The concept that private enterprise should 
have its chance seems to be fading. For example, 
consider the statement by 
Sen. 
Clinton 
P. 
Anderson of New Mexico: “It is undesirable to 
permit the field of advanced atomic power 
concepts to be staked out as the domain of 
private industry.” 
Many persons feel that the government 
already is engaged in too many businesses in 
competition with private capital and individual 
management. The government has power to tax 
Its private competitors to subsidize its own 
businesses, and who can survive under that 
•ystem?

when a woman has too much tu n on her face. she 
gets it off with electrolysis which must tie very 
painful indeed. 


Maybe some day, our women, to he stylish, will 
adopt purdah, that is the wearing of the veil over their 
faces so that no strange man will see them 
Maybe, 
the modern wig is a return to that form of disguise 
or perhaps it is a return to the period of the Georges 
in England when women emerged, for a short time, 
only to have their ardor dampened by Victoria who 
believed. German fashion, that w om ans place was in 
the home. 
It used to be said of American women that they 
dressed to please themselves and other women but 
never to please men. This cannot be true as regard 
wigs 
Who wants to wear a wig except on the assum p­ 
tion that it will stim ulate adoration in a faltering 
husband?

Congressional leaders pricked 
up their ears at rumors that 
IJeweUyn Thompson, U. S. Am­ 
bassador to Moscow, was more 
favorable than the State Depart­ 
ment 
regarding 
the 
visit 
of 
Deputy Prem ier Mikoyan, 
and 
promptly 
summoned 
him 
to 
closed-door sessions before the 
House and Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committees. 
They got some important views 
on Russia. However, pike-smok- 
ing Assistant Secretary of State 
Bill McComber sat listening in 
so intently that Thompson, if he 
had divergent views from 
his 
boss. 
Secretary 
Dulles, 
didn't 
express them. 
What he did report was that 
consumer demands of the Rus­ 
to n people are forcing the Soviet 
high command into a position of 
partial disarm am ent. 
"Anastas Mikoyan clearly indi­ 
cated this in hi* talks with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary 
D u l l e s . ’ Thompson reported. 
“ Mikoyan 
himself 
I 
am con­ 
vinced. 
favors 
at 
least 
some 
disarm am ent and so do the other 
top leaders, 
including 
Khrush­ 
chev. 
‘ However, it Is a situation that 
is being forced on them. Russia 
cannot continue to carry the load 
of 
consumer 
goods 
production 
demanded by it* people, plus an 
all-out arm am ent program. There 
will have to be a cutback some­ 
where and it looks like it will he 
made at the expense of arm* 
production." 
In addition to “economic pres­ 
sures” for disarm am ent within 
Russia, Thompson said he thought 
that Mikoyan felt "neither side 
could win” in a hot w ar—and 
that Russia, therefore, has decid­ 
ed to concentrate more on im ­ 


proving it* living standards and 
less on m ilitary spending. 


Education Warks For Peace 


"Another encouraging hope for 
peace is the emphasis Russia has 
been placing on education,” the 
Ambassador said. 
"The 
more 
people are educated, the more 
they want to better their living 
standards and live in peace. 
I 
might add that there has been 
.some criticism of the new educa­ 
tion policy under Khrushchev, on 
the ground that students should 
he afforded even more tim e for 
classroom studies. 
“ Many Russian educators think 
that the part school, 
part-work 
routine, which is compulsory for 
most student* in Russia, is lower­ 
ing school standards. 
There is 
a strong demand for a full aca­ 
demic .schedule, without requir­ 
ing 
talented students 
to work 
part tim e in industry." 
Thompson testified that as Rus­ 
sians were becoming more edu­ 
cated, they were dem anding and 
getting better work conditions, 
including an “incentive system .” 
whereby workers of dem onstrat­ 
ed abilities were assured higher 
earnings, somewhat the sam e as 
in capitalistic nations. 
Partly a* a result of this, th* 
Ambassador said, there has been 
a marked improvement of indus­ 
trial techniques. Under question­ 
ing by Senators, he said that 
American 
steel 
m anufacturers 
who have visited Russia in recent 
years found “ greatly advanced 
conditions" in Soviet steel mills, 
including 
short • cut 
production 
technique* and 
a 
process for 
hardening steel that was new to 
the Americans 
However. 
Thompson 
insisted 
that the State Departm ent had 
received 
no 
“ form al” 
report 
from the American steel men 
and that the departm ent had no 
disposition to suppress this in­ 
formation 
from 
the 
American 
people. 
Regarding the motives behind 
the 
Mikoyan 
visit, 
Thompson 
said: 
“ I'm afraid I can shed 
little light on that, other than 
what you yourselves have ob­ 
served. If there was any hidden 
purpose behind the social aspects 
of 
the 
visit, 
in 
addition 
to 
Mikoyan* professed desire to see 
the country and spread good will, 
I do not know about it." 
He added, to the Senate com­ 
m ittee: 
"We will be in a better 
position to judge after Mikoyan 
reports back to his government, 
There may be a clarifying an­ 
nouncement at that tim e.”
